Immodiatoly above tho Devil's Dou 


riso the bold faces of Littlo Hound Top, 
and its companion peak, Bound Top, 
which boro so important a part in the 
battlo on the left. 
Once in possession 


—and they only missed it by the barest 
chance—tlie Confederates would have 
commanded tho whole field, and Get- 
tysburg would have ended in disaster to 
tho Union troops. This was the extreme 
loft flank of tlio army of tho Potomac, 
It was impregnable, as Longstroel 
found to his sorrowful cost when ho 
essayed to scale its rugged sides in tho 
iaeo of tho Union force. Turning to tho 
right of tho Union position we camo 
down tho hill, locating the Massachu- 
setts men ns wo passed along. About 
the centre a board announces that Gen. 
Hancock was wounded here July U, 
ISIili.

This is tho foreground of liothormcl's 


celebrated picture. This is tho little 
edition of hell on earth, where bayonets 
clashed against bayonets before thoy 
woro plunged into quivering bodies; 
whoro men's breath was exhausted by 
tho torrillc, muscular struggles, and 
they glared into oaiih other's eyes with 
the halo of fiends; whoro friend and too 
foil thick as autumnal leaves, and tho 
wounded woro smothered, strangled by 
tho bodies and blood of tlio dead above 
them. This was tho point whoro tho 
ilercobt, wildost, almost successful lunge 
of tho Confederacy was made, and hero 
Armistcad fell—tho rebel who had tho 
honor of climbing higher toward the 
lite of tho Union thun any other Confed- 
erate general ollieer. I'rom tho cupola 
of the seminary just across this shallow 
\alley Loo looked oil the destruction ol 
his last hope, and ono can easily imagine 
that until Apponmttox camo, with its 
hopeless surrender, the Confederate 
commander M»W no sadder moment than 
this. Success meant tho possession ol 
'Washington, ]!altiinore, Philadelphia, 
peihaps New York, a parulyxcil north, 
recognition 
by TCuropu—everything. 


Defeat hero on this little God's aero 
was tlio rum of tho south. So, torn by 
tlio Jiangs of a useless regret, ho gath- 
ered together his shattoiod army and 
dep"vtcd forever.

A UHLKBBATKD 8TAQK ROBBER. 


Tho Noted Thief a Former Resident of 


Decatur-Hls History. 


Decatur now comee to tbe front M tbe 


former home of one of tbe meet celebrated 
robbers that ever flourished in theitnte of 
California. HU name is Charles E. Bollc«, 
widely known in the Golden state as 
"Black Bart." He was captured recently 
and a California paper furnished the Hu- 
PUBLICAN by Mr. Lewis Skelley, of tho 
county clerk's office, contains the state- 
ment that "Black Bart" has confessed his 
guilt ns a, highwayman, and it is supposed 
his real name is Charles E, Bolloe, for in 
hie cabin was found a Bible with tho fol- 
lowing inscribed on the fly leaf: "Thin 
precious Bible is presented to Charles E. 
Bolles, FirstlSorgoant Company B,, 110th 
Illinois Volunteer Infantry, by his wife, 
as n Now Year's gift. God gives ns heart* 
to which his * * * faith to believe. DC- 
catur, Illinois, 1865." Ho confessed to 
having without assistance committed 23 
robberies, during the post six years. Tie 
was always so completely disguised when 
committing a robbery that no reliable 
description of tho man could be obtained. 
This celebrated highwayman was never 
known to shod human blood, and ho sel- 
dom molested private property of passen- 
gers, but ns n rnlo contented himself with 
tho treasure boxes of tho Wells, Fargo k 
Co., express company and R!BO the mail 
bags. To ladies ho was always kind and 
considerate. His lost exploit was on tho 
morning ot Nov. !Jd when ho robbed n 
stage in Oalvorns county and was cap- 
tured iu Ban Francisco. After committing 
the robbery, olllcore found near the scone 
a slouch hat,a silk handkerchief,)! linen cull' 
and other articles, all having been thrown 
aside by "Black Bart." Those served an 
olowa for capturing tho robber. Tho cull' 
contained tho private mark of it laundry 
firm in San Francisco, nud that place was 
watched for their man and they finally 
caught him. liowards aggregating 8IH,- 
400 have been ollorcd for the conviction 
of this robber. Ho got 84,241.20 tbo last 
time ho robbed a stage, nnd nfter bis 
capture ho told the officers where ho had 
hidden the treasure, and it was recovered, 


IIOIiIiBH' IlISTOHY. 


A KEruiJLiOAN reporter made u fow 


inquiries to-day, and learned that thi.t 
notorious highwayman, previous to tho 
breaking out of tho rebellion, had lived 
for awhile iu California. Uo had n wife 
in Decotur in 1801 when ho enlisted as a 
private of Co. B, 110th 111. Infantry, of 
which company Austin McOlurg was the 
first captain, and Chris, Kicbuamen, now 
of Bloomiugtou, tho second nud lost cap- 
tain. Tho records show that Charles E. 
Bolles was mustered into service on Aug. 
II}, 1802, nnd served until Juno 7, 1880. 
When I, D. .lonuingn was promoted to 
quartermaster, Bolles was made first ser- 
geant. Constable John MeWhinuoy and 
Felix B. Carver, both of whom worn 
members of Co. B, state that they romcm 
bor Bollos quite well. Ho was about 8T> 
years old when ho was in tbo army, nud 
was 5 feet 10 inches high, it little stoop- 
shouldered, of a quiet disposition, but 
quick to speak and act. Ho was wounded 
at Dallas, and when tho war was over he 
came homo, but didn't remain hero long 
an bo and his wife quarrelled nud sepa- 
rased. Bollos left Docntur and no one 
hereabouts has ever heard anything of 
him until his recent capture, which bos 
caused widespread interest in California.
